Washington, Sept. 28 — (/T>)— After 


a talk with President Truman, Rep. 
Trimble (D-Ark) said today he is 
encouraged over prospects of hav- 
ing an atomic energy plant located 
in Northwestern Arkansas. 
Trimble said he presented the 
matter to Mr. Truman at the White 
House yesterday and 
found 
President 
exceedingly 
well 


formed on the subject. 
"I was greatly encouraged at my 
reception," Trimble told a reporter. 


He said he discussed with the 
President the need of scattering 
the nation's atomic energy plants 
about the country in the light of 
recent developments — chiefly the 
news of the Russian atomic 
ex- 
plosion. 


Tied in with possible location of 
an atomic plant in northern 
Ar- 


kansas, Trimble said, is the nec- 
essity for quick completion of the 
various hydroelectric dams being 
built or planned in the White river 
valley of northwestern Arkansas. 


He said he also .pointed out that 
there would be need for railroad 
facilities and that, for this reason, 
efforts should be made to insure 
continued operation of the Missioui 
and Arkansas railroad.
